makes the terms of members ot the 
house four yttnrs instead of two. Both 
propositions arc to be accomplished by 
amendments to the constitution. , 


The. feature of the senate's session 


was Mr. Foraker's speech on tha 
house railroad rate bill, which be beld 
to be unconstitutional. He was Inter- 
rupted frequently by the member*. 
Mr. Foraker eulogized the 
El kins 


law as most helpful to shippers, sayinff 
that it covered all railroad evils ex- 
cept excessive rates. 
Mr. Dollirer , 


made the point that experience had 
not shown that the Elkins law had 
been very generally Invoked, and In 
reply Mr. Foraker cited the Wichita 
case, 
allotting discrimination. 
Mr. 


Foraker admitted that the law bad 00- - 
fuels, tho most Important of which tuas , 
the failure to provide a remedy against : 
exorbitant rates. 
For that matter. ' 


however, he had not heard any com- 
plaints on the score of rates until very . 
recently. So far as he had heard, the* 
difficulty had been with rebates and 
discriminations, and these he declared • 
were Quite fully covered by the Elkins 
law. 


Mr. Foraker discussed court review • 


amendments of the pending bill, .say- , 
ing that the courts were open to com- 
plaints of extortionate rates on one 
hand and contlscatory rates on the , 
other, but that between the two there 
were a wide range and that there 
uhould be an opportunity for ajudlclal 
review in this class of cases. 


Taking up the thread of his dis- 


course, Mr. Foraker urged that the . 
omissions of the house bill were due. 
as Mr. Dolliver had said, to the gen- 
eral confidence in the Elkins act. Ha 
said that one reason why there have 
not been more complaints was found • 
In the expense to shippers, very few 
of whom were willing to go to law 
with a rail road as am antagonist. He 
proposed that the government should 
assume the expenses of the proceeding 
on behalf of the shipper. 


In reply to Mr. Bacon he said that 


when a case gets before a court It will 
become n< 
>c*>«saiy to go Into the entire 


ca^«. He woi-ld have a broad review. 
"Does th'i senator mean that in the 
end the courts instead of the commis- 
sion would In effect fix rates?" ask- 
ed Mr Bacon, and Mr. Foraker denied 
that such was his purpose. The only 
question that a court could decld* 
would be as to whether a given rate 
was just and reasonable.
